| THE, CHINESE. IMPERIAL NAVAL 
' BAND CONCERT. 


“This Band, which arrived here some days. 
ago from Tientsin for, the purpose of giving 
' goncerts in aid of the Yellow River sufferers, 
“gave their first musical entertainment at the 
Public Garden this afternoon, the 25th inst. 
The Mand is the first. and only one in existence 
which, entirely composed of Chinese, is under

is Mr, Digel, a native of Alsace, and they

chang. This band was organized three ydars 
ago and ‘the progress which the. pupils have, 
soe eamade ..since,...reflects_.great_credit.on— their. 
tutor, It must have been a very difficult ‘and
